Use HTs on Backcountry Outings Too! 
Bike mobling isan importa activity for usin BMHA, 
tot many of us cops in ott humus powered action 
‘where tam radio canbe ef oo, Hero are «fw ies for 
Teckpuckery liners end com country ter, 


1 have found that carrying an HT on backpack rips 
provides a measure of safety as well as fun. In most parts of 
the United States you can acceas x repeater somewhere fom 
high altitudes in the backcountry. For example, along the 
‘eastern slope ofthe Colorado Rocky Mountains repeaters on 
Squaw Peak, Thorodin Mts, Lake Eldera, and’ Lee Hill 
provide excileat coverage. Theve make accessible the 
backcountry regions of East Portal, Lake Eldors, Arapahoe 
Paaks, Bruinard Lake, Longs Peak, and much of Rocky 
Moanisin National Park, The Lake Eldora and Longmont 
repeaters alo have phooe paces, making it possible to place 
telephone calls frost HTS into the Deaver metro area. Even ia 
‘our leastpopulted state, Wyoming, becksountry 
‘communications are possible oo Linked two mater syste tha 
‘connects Cheyenne, Casper, Dubois, Lander, Rock Springs, 
fand Gills, This provides coverage of some of the best 
backpacking country in the US, including much of the Wind 
River mountain range. 


Ts cam also be useful on peak climbs, For example, 
srceatly I helped to coordinate the rescue of a climber from 
Longe Peak using Hs. He had fallen about 80 fet at the 
13,800 foot level and was being helped by other climbers whes 
we heard a “Maydiy" call at Boulder. (A visiting German 
thm, saying that his English was not good, had nd his HT 
to. noa-ham American, who caried on the communication.) 
‘We hams phoned the National Park ranger xation and within 
two hours a helicopter had landed medical asistance. Because 
of ham radio, the vitim received eriically-neded medical 
titntion ina couple of hours rather than eight hours or more 
later, We believe this may have saved his ie because he was 
severely injured with skull factares and los of blood. 


[Te can be wefil on backcountry ski ture too. For 
cxample, we have tied HIT» while aking the 10th Mountain 
Divison hut system on a tree dy cross country outing. The 
radios kept the party together and. maintained contact via 
repeaters to the outside world, The Vail repeater is 
particularly useful on this tour because it covers most of 
‘ental Colorado, including an 85 mile setch from the 
Eiseahower Tunnel 9 Gleswood Springs. 


In addition, we use the linked repeaters at Glenwood 
Springs and Aspen, This combination provides very wide 
backcountry coverage over the westers part of the sal, ith 
telephone connections to both Aspen and Glenwood. Another 
Wide-coverage repeater system, the “Colorado Connection", 
links repeaters in Grand Junction, Eagle, Salida, Breckenridge, 
Leadville, Denver, Ft. Collins, and Walsenbarg. If you are in 
range of any one of these, you ae, of course, heard on all of, 
them simultaneously. So, talking to Denver from Grand 
‘Tuneton (225 miles) i as easy as tuning on your HT. 


the amulet HT onthe mak, and vith rer dock weighs 
‘only 10 o2. Lithium or alkaline batteries provide very good 
low-temperature performance. In the backcountry it's a good 
‘doa to have an HT with extended frequency reception. This 
Allows you to listen to the wide coverage NOAA recreation 
‘weather forecasts which are broadcast 19 many areas of the 
United States. On the Front Range these continuous weather 
‘ports und forecasts are broadcast from Denver's Stapleton 
‘Asport and Mead on 162.550 Mhz und 162.450 Mhz. The 
‘same fequeacies apply for similar transmissions from Grand 
Junction and Salt Lake City. From these forecasts you can 
learn of fast moving storms and temperature changes in your

‘The Road Back Home 

Prior to last year T had heen grosly overweight for 
‘years. When the XYL was on vacation T embarked on dict 
that eventually elped met tke off over one hundred pounds 
sod, as you can iagine, altered my outlook on many thing. 
‘As reward, [added Trek 1420 rad bike abu stablemate 10 
‘my venerable Fuji mountain bike, te bike that had helped me 
‘to average 1000 miles » year for the preceding five seasons, 
‘And thee I got a bug to pall something off that T had never 
‘even considered before: I decided 19 de the 240 miles from 
Rochester Hills, MI to Garfield Heights, OH for my 40th high 
schoo! reunion.’ Whea I announced this to my XYL, abo found 

number of reasons, all valid inher mind, why tis would be 
foolhardy eodeavor. It was enly when I showed ber the 
report in QST magazine of Hartley Alley's (NADA) much 
longer tip to his Sth eunion that she tok ie seriou 
Geting Ready 

‘Thad never ridden more than 100 K, and the only on 
supported tours. The summer was spent in tining and 
‘reparation forthe trip, which was set for the lat week in 
September. Inthe process of ining, I managed 10 
accumulate over 2500 miles. 

My” planned route was «combination of Bike 
Centennial, Sute of Ohio and TASSLE route maps, combined 
with my home-grown knowledge of the state of Michigan 
Since this was 10 bean unsupported trip, I rode the Ist three 
traning weeks with loaded punsiers, 19 condition myself for 
the exten weight and the ineviable change in the Trek's 
‘lawless andling. 

Radio Gear 

Thad worked bike-mobile on 1 few public sevice 
‘events and with that experience in mind I elected to ke the 
HT along for some ray-chewing QSO's along the route. Once 
in progress, however, I decided to seit only for emergency 
‘communication, mainly because of road noise problems. 1 
‘sed a boom mike and single earphone and this caused me to 
lose tome of the threedimensional aspect of th road sound. 
Since thea I've picked up a speakermike unit, which may 
‘work out beter. For the sake of eoavenince, the antenna was 
1 Larson rubber duckie. [now have an ides fora "our fag" 
half-wave an that IU build over the winter 

‘While taining Thad worked myself up to 127 miles in 
‘ove day and 7O-milr with loaded panniers. Thad never put 
together two consecutive 100 mile days with « loaded hike ¥0 
there war tl «big unknown, 

On The Road 

‘The big trip began on the Wedaeuday before the 
reunion — with « 15-20 mile per hour wind in my face. 1 
managed to get past my fit aerate stopping point in 
Monrce, MI but called it quits at 88 miles in Toledo when « 
front started moving in from the west. The front passed during 
the night andthe nextday dawned sunny and brisk, with God's 
ft othe suffering cyclist: « TAIL WIND! A minor disaster 
Slowed me for abit — the front whee! suffered some damage 
wen I Tet the bike parked ina rack at coffe sop and it 2" 
sonchow fll over. A stop ata bike shop for repairs held me SNS

‘up for an hour or so, but before sundown I had made Oberi, 
(OH with 98 miles completed fr the day 

‘The last 12 miles on Saturday were a breeze. The 
route out of the Cuyahoga River valley was not as dificult as 
ithad seemed when Twas a boy. even made i phil tha 
‘nnd never been able to ride completly when Iwasa boy. All 
‘nal, the big tip had been quite easy. 

‘My advice to bike motile tourist is simple, Pack 
lightly but wisely. Don't take any excess equipment, Put dot 
leave yourself witbout the basis requirements. Don't plan on 
(QSOing unless you'r on roads with ight talc. And last bt 
‘ot least, pack some high energy food. May your net trip be 
ts great as my Road Back Home,
